The Dominion Iron & Steel Co. thus 


finally wins one of the most Important 
rases over brought before the courts 
of eastern Canada. 
Today's judg- 


ment confirms the decree of the Xo^-a 
Hcotla supreme .court. 


The Dominion' Iron & Ktcel Co. which 


liad a long term contract with the 
Dominion Coal Co. to supply fuel to 
Its. extetiiiive plant at North Sydney, C. 
B., claimed that the coal company 
had violated this contract by delivering 
a large quantity 
of coal of a lower 


iiuality than was called for by the con- 
tract. This the steel company claimed 
causc-d a great additional expanse 
In 


the running of its plant and rendered It 
difficult for it to fulfil the terms 
of 


some o£ its own contracts which called 
for quick deliveries. 
Tlia coal com- 


pany contested these claims and 
the 


case went to trial before Judge Longc- 
ly In thja city. 
After a lengthy hear- 


ing Judge Lonk'ely gave a decision in 
favor of the steel company. 
The coal 


company then carried the case to the 
Nova. Scotia supreme court which con- 
firmed Judge Longely's deeiaion. 
The 


Dominion Coal Co. then appealed to the 
privy council In London, the highest 
British court, which has now 
upheld 


the decrees of the Nova Scotia courts 
in favor of the steel company.

N. Y. Theatre Managers 
Would Welcome One 


NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—The agitation 


of 
the 
pulpit over alleged immoral 


plays produced at certain local thea- 
tres is being considered by members of 
the Theatrical 
Managers' 
association, 


and a meeting will probably be called 
to 
look into 
the situation. 
Several 


theatrical managers are of the opinion 
that a censorship should be established 
to prevent objectionable plays. Daniel 
Frohman said yesterday: 


'•Not only would I not object to 


stage censor, but I wouldn't bo at all 
surprised if a stage censorship should 
be established. 
I believe that most 


managers would welcome such an in- 
stitution. 


"But I would not have a single cen- 


sor. 
I. think the power should be di- 


vided 
between three, men of wide 


knowledge,- who would not deprive the 
public of a great play because it might 
contain a single regrettable incident. 


"On the other hand, they would not 


permit plays of the sort we have seen 
of late—plays whose one appeal is to 
the baser senses." 


Speaking of the situation, A. L. Er- 


langer of the firm of Klaw & Eriangcr, 
said: 


"I am very glad to see the enlight- 


ened clergymen and the better class of 
newspapers take up this subject. It is 
high time. Unless a stop Is put to this

once, it 
will grow 
worse. 


"Indecent plays will be presented In 


theatres by some managers as long as 
there is a public that will patronize 
them, and if the people of this city 
don't want to have the stage of New 
York fall lower.than that of Paris vig- 
orous action should be taken at once." 


Charles Frohman said he did not be- 


lieve in a play censor, but thought ex- 
isting statutes should regulate the tone 
of nlaye.
